A new "demand-

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Flytipping 
fears over 
old tyres 


THE cost and difficulty of recycling 
tyres in Northamptonshire has raised 
concerns that some people will re¬ 
sort to fly-tipping them. 

Dave Mills, aged 61, a retired engineer from 
Milton Malsor, was first alerted to the difficul¬ 
ties involved in disposing of them when he 
tried to take some spare wheels to the recy¬ 
cling centre at Sixfields, in Northampton. 

He said: “When I took them there I was told 
I couldn’t drop them off and had to take them 
to a waste centre in Brackmills. 

“When I got there I was told they would take 
them but would charge £3 per wheel to recycle 
them. 

“What is the incentive to recycle tyres when 
they are charging for recycling? If it becomes 
so difficult to get rid of them, what is there to 
encourage people to stop throwing them on 
the road or in the countryside?” 

Alan Heath, from Friends of the Earth 
Northants, which is campaigning to get the 
Government to boost recycling, said: “We real¬ 
ly want to see recycling improved and it seems 
crazy to, on one hand, try to encourage recy¬ 
cling but on the other charge them for it. 

“The council and taxpayers will have to pay 
if it goes to landfill or they have to clear up 
fly-tipping, so it would seem sensible not to 


charge for any recycling; it should be as acces¬ 
sible as possible.” 

Trevor Cooper, franchise owner of HiQ, 
in Campbell Street, Northampton, said: “We 
don’t encourage people to take their own tyres 
away. 

“When we change tyres we include a £2 
charge for their disposal in the price of the 
new tyre. 

“They are very difficult to recycle. They are 
becoming more of a useful scrap component 
these days by being used in playgrounds and 
things but they are still a difficult component 
to get rid of.” 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “It’s unusual for householders to 
dispose of tyres themselves as it is standard 
practice for the old tyre to be taken by the ga¬ 
rage or tyre retailer. 

“Because of their classification as difficult 
waste, tyres have to be taken to our specialist 
waste facility at Brackmills where a nominal 
fee is charged.” 

■ THEFTS of scrap metal, car batteries and 
catalytic converters from vehicles in rural 
parts of the county are on the increase, police 
have warned. 

Police said metal thefts still remained an is¬ 
sue in rural areas of Northamptonshire while 
scrap metal prices were high.

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Work plan for 
long-term sick 


MORE than 17,000 people in 
Northamptonshire who claim 
long-term incapacity benefit are 
to be reassessed to try to get 
many of them working again. 

The Government announced it wanted 
to end a “one size fits all approach” to peo¬ 
ple with illness and disabilities. 

It means 6,170 people in Northampton 
and 17,290 across the county will have 
their circumstances scrutinised over the 
next three years to see what kind of work 
they are capable of doing, if any 

A spokeswoman for the Department of 
Work and Pensions said: “Ministers are 
determined to reform the welfare system 
and help those who have been previously 
written off get back to work and regain 
their independence.” 

Incapacity Benefit claimants will have 
a Work Capability Assessment (WCA), 
which determines what a person can do 
as opposed to what they cannot. The most 
severely disabled and people who are ter¬ 
minally ill will not be expected to look for 
work and will get extra help through the 
new Employment and Support Allowance 
(ESA). But anyone reassessed and found 
fit for work will be moved onto Jobseekers 
Allowance and expected to look for work. 

Chris Grayling, minister for employ¬ 
ment, said: “I cannot stress strongly 
enough that this is not about forcing peo¬ 
ple back to work if they are genuinely un¬ 
able to do so. 

“Nor are we tied into specific financial 
targets about the number of people we 
need to get back to work. This is about 
finding out who we can help. Perhaps to 
do something different to what they did 
previously, but still to do something more 
with their lives.” 

Each claimant will have to provide 
written information about their case, 
with any supporting material from their 
doctor, and go through a reassessment ex¬ 
ercise.

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£9m plan to 
help buses 



DETAILS of a £9 million 
new "demand-led" bus 
service are being put to¬ 
gether by Northampton¬ 
shire County Council. 

As part of the authority’s £73 
million budget cuts earlier this 
year, the county council cut £1.4 
million from bus subsidies across 
the county 

But now, the authority has 
published details of a new public 
transportation framework which 
would run from June this year 
until June 2014, with the contract 
worth an estimated value of £9 
million. 

Details of how the new bus sys¬ 


tem would work are still sketchy, 
but the council’s cabinet member 
for transport, Councillor Heath¬ 
er Smith (Con, Prebenal) said it 
could see school buses used to 
pick up residents who have pre¬ 
booked journeys after the bus 
has finished the school run. 

She said: “The intention is that 
we’ll look at trying to utilise some 
of the home-to-school transport 
services more, so that after the 
buses have dropped the children 
off at school they’re then avail¬ 
able to take people where they 
want to go in the county. 

“After all, it doesn’t make sense 
to have buses driving back from 


schools empty when there are 
people who want to get about 
places.” 

It is hoped the new bus system 
will be similar to one in the north 
of the county which has already 
been trialed successfully. 

It is planned that the system 
would operate in five parts of 
the county, including rural areas, 
where public transport is scarce. 

Further announcements about 
the future of the council’s new 
system are expected to be made 
in the coming months and com¬ 
panies have given until next 
month to express an interest in 
the scheme.

MOTHERS and babies 
at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital are in safe 
hands according to a lat¬ 
est NHS risk inspection. 

Maternity services at the 
hospital were given an in¬ 
tense two-day assessment and 
the results revealed the trust 
offered high quality and safe 
care for mothers and babies. 

Head of midwifery Anne 
Thomas, said: “We are all 
absolutely delighted and are 
very proud of our award, 
which acknowledges the safe, 
quality care we endeavour to 
provide to the women who use 
our service. 

“The team of eight mid¬ 
wives and obstetricians, led 
by our governance matron, 
Christine Ainsworth, worked 
long and hard to review 
records and gather the evi¬ 
dence for the rigorous assess¬ 
ment.” 

Having already achieved 
level one in 2009 with a 100 
per cent score, passing last 
month’s assessment meant 
maternity staff reached level 
two. 

It meant NGH was judged to 
have high standards and pre¬ 
sented a lower risk to women, 
which is good both for moth¬ 


ers and babies and also good 
for the hospital’s finances. 

It represented a saving to 
the trust of £389,000 per year 
in insurance premiums.

“Success at the level two as¬ 
sessment demonstrates that 
the guidelines and processes 
assessed at level one have 
been implemented. This gives 
assurance, not only to the 
NHSLA but also to women and 
families, that the care provid¬ 
ed by the maternity service at 
NGH is underpinned by qual¬ 
ity and safety. 

“We are committed to con¬ 
stantly improving our servic¬ 
es to provide the highest qual¬ 
ity of care for our mums and 
babies and so we are already 
starting to plan for achieving 
the level three assessment as 
soon as we can.”

Johnson’s confident 
of Cobblers survival 


GARY Johnson is confident the 
Cobblers will have enough to 
survive in the Football League 
this season. 

Town drew 1-1 at Burton Albion on 
Tuesday night, with the home side 
cancelling out Guillem Bauza’s smart¬ 
ly-taken goal to take a share of the 
spoils in an encounter in which both 
sides looked nervous and short of con¬ 
fidence.

“That doesn’t mean I’m not worried 
about it. Last night the players reacted 
well and showed good mental strength 
in what was a big game for us.” 

The Cobblers boss admitted a draw 
was a fair result at the Pirelli Stadium, 
where his side did not do enough with 
a string of opportunities they had to 
produce something at a set-piece. 

“I wasn’t pleased with a point be¬
